A twenty year endowment policy is one 
on which the payments are made for twenty 
years and at the end of that time the whole 
amount of the policy is payable in a lump 
sum to the insured. 

A twenty payment life policy is one on

At 26 the monthly premiums on $5,000 pol-

Armenians Perish in 
Cruel Raids in Zange- 
zur Mountains.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 20, via 
Paris, Nov. 23.—When Gen. Shutle- 
worth, as commander in chief of the 
British troops of vccupatuon in the 
Azerbaijan. decreed that the Zange- 
zur must acknowledge Azerbaijan rule 
pending the peace cunierence’s deui- 
sion, he raised a storm of proiest among 
the Armenians. At a congress in Ge- 
rusi, capital of the Zangezur, they de- 
clared they would never recognize Azer- 
baijan authority. 

On the following day Tartar soldiers 
made a discovery showing that the 
Armenians were ready to back tneir 
protest with rifles and machine guns. 
On the body of an Armenian said to 
have been drowned in thie Akhara 
river, they found a letter from Col. 
Melik Guseinof?, commander of the,Ar 
menian armed forces in the Zangezur, 
and addressed to the Armenian leaders 
in the Karabagh, announcing that 
everything was ready in the Zangezur 


_ for a revolt agains’ the Baku power.

Col. Guseinoff, in the alleged letter, 
is said to have sketched out a plan 
for a concerted guerrilla camp. sn, and 
he himself was to march from the west 
on Shusha, wnere he would attack the 
bands under Maxim Sulitanoff, govern: 
or general of the Karabagh. 

For two months Tartar raids on Ar- 
menian , Villages, and vice versa, were 
the order of the day. The Tartars 
under Kassim Bey, about 2,000 strong 
and armed with rifles and machine 
guns, plundered and burned four Ar- 
menian villages. [mn this raid alone, 
Armenian women and children 
were massacred. That night the whole 
region of Shusha was illumined by the* 
flames. 

Attacks Are Frequent. 

Attacks on villages became frequent. 
The villages of Karababa, Agancourt, 
and Anarek were raided and burned by 
the Tartars. They were driven back by 
the Armenians, but before this could 
be dune they massacred several groups 
of women. There was much bloody 
fighting in the north around Anshava 
where the Azerbaijanese occupied the 
crest of a hill commanding Armenian 
grain fields, All that resulted was a 
long list of casuaities, and the Ar- 
menian bishop of Shusha appealed to 
the British military mission, to the 
American Committee of Relief, and to 
Capt. Barton, who then worked‘ with 
the American Relief association, to 
stop the useless bloodshed. The British 
had only a small detachment of Indian 
troops at hand, and nothing was done.

HEALTH FIRST 


Advise Doctors Not to 
Strike to Aid 
Who Lost Jobs. 


‘ 


Physicians affiliated with the Chi- 
cago Health Officers’ union will not 
strike in sympathy with the 127 nurses 
of the Chicago public schools who 
dropped their work Saturday when no- 
tified that the city would be unable to 
pay them for further services. 

This was decided yesterday when the 
physicians, who work with the nurses 


» in the public schools, ‘held an unofficial 
‘meeting at the Randolph hotel. Miss 
Margaret Thal, head of the nurses, re- 
quested the physicians to remain on 


the job because of the epidemic of scar- | 


let fever and diphtheria which is 


threatening the city. 

“It would not be wise to strike at 
this time and leave the school children 
of Chicago helpless,” Miss Thal said. 
Dr. Anna Dahl of the physicians’ 
union characterized Miss Thal’s stand 
as “sensible and necessary to the 
health of the pupils.” 


Cites Richert’s Pledge. 

“ We have signed up to work for two 
months upon the promise of Ald. 
Richert of the finance committee, who 
has given us his word of honor that 


we will be paid.-Jan. 1,” Dr. Dahl con-; 


tinued. “If the promise and the pay 
does not materialize at. that time, it 
will be soon enough to discuss a radi- 
cal measure.” 

Several balked at this and declared 
Ald. Richert’s action as unsatisfactory 
because the agreement had not been 
made in writing. 

Dr. Leonard said the services of the 
physicians in the schools would be 
nullified because of the absence of 
nurses. 

“We can hardly make a move that 
does not require the aid of a nurse,” 
he asserted. “In tuberculosis tests 
‘and vaccinations a nurse is essential. 
The situation as we. will find it.in the 
schools Monday will be a menace to 
the pupils’ health.” 


Doctors’ Union Takes Up Demands. 


It was stated by Miss Dahl that the 
doctors’ union already had presented 
several of their complaints to the 
grievance committee of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor. They.are said to 
cover an increase in salary, better 
working conditions, limitation of mem- 
bers’ services so that field work will 
not be required, and a request for the 


health department. 

One doctor who said he was willing 
to do field work in addition to school 
services was branded “a scab” by a 
brother member. of the union. The 
first spokesman countered by calling 
those present a “bunch of radicals.” 

Dr. Belding referred to the health 
supervisors with sixty day appoint- 
ments as political “ pussyfoots.” “We 
have got to get them out and have 
the rights of our members established 
as being entitled to those jobs,” he 
roared. 


Attacks Ald. McCormick. 

Dr. Morrow attempted to lead a 
fight to bring politics into the union. 

“The only way -we’ll ever get any- 
where is by leaning om politics,” she 
said. “ We've got to fight aldermen 
opposing us at their own game.” 

The mention of the name of Ald. 
McCormick brought several uncompli- 
mentary remarks. He was character- 
ized “a Christian Scientist” and “an 
enemy of the Chicago school children.” 

Miss Thal, leader of the jobless 
nurses, said that only twenty-five of 
the 127 nurses would work today. She 
stated that the organization would 
join the Chicago Federation of Labor 
this morning for support in their fight.

with a side bend is all wrong, but we 
suspect that much of it is twaddle, not 
to say bushwa, for fishermen have been 
eatching fish with hooks of this kind for 
hundreds of years. (2) Only in extreme 
cases: we believe that any hook of me- 
dium size wire will do equally well for 
eats and carp. Hook bends and calibre 
of wire, however, will always be some- 
thing to argue about.
